LAIDLER FOUND NOT GUILTY 
Ex-Policeman Freed Of Theft Charge

John Karl Landler felt like a 
new man today as he resumed 
his carpentry job 
at 
a 
local 
lumber firm—looking forward to 
the day he would return to duty 
as a Bristol Township policeman 
He had good reason to. 


Yesterday he was found not 
guilty of three charges in con­ 
nection with the theft of marked 
cigarettes from a parked trailer 
in a state police trap last Sep­ 
tember. 


Landler was one of four Bris­ 
tol Township policemen arrest­ 
ed on Sept. 26 — a few hours 
after they were allegedly ob­ 
served breaking into the trailer 
and removing 42 of the IOO ca r­ 
tons of cigarettes' which state 
police had put there. 


Eligible For Parole 


Three of the ex-police officers 
pleaded guilty and threw them ­ 
selves 
on 
the 
mercy 
of 
the 
court- Two — Edw ard 
Martin 
and Richard Silbert 
— 
w ere 
sentenced to Bucks C o u n t y 


Prison. Both are eligible for p a ­ 
role tomorrow. 


The third, former Sgt. Bent­ 
ley Chapin, who suffered a ner­ 
vous breakdown and was on sick 
leave for six months prior to his 
arrest, will be sentenced next 
Thursday. 


But Landler had 
maintained 
he was innocent of any crime. 
From the afternoon of Sept. 26 
— when State Trooper Albert 
Broscius and Bucks County De­ 
tective Charles Shaw arrested 
him at his Levittown home — 


until 3 p.m. yesterday — when 


the jury returned its verdict —

part in the crime.

Flying into this capital city’s Toneontin airport is 
reminiscent of being funneled into West Berlin's 
Tempelhof.

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Steel Firms Seen Maintaining Caution In Contract Talks 


PITTSBURGH (U P I) - The 
nation's basic stool producers 
are determined not to exceed 
an “ outer boundary” in contract 
talks with the United Steelwork­ 
ers union (USW) despite near
